He was working with a gang lowering 
parts of the cornice to the ground with 
a block and tackle, when he lost his 
biniance and ‘fell over the side of the 
building. 

He swung his arm as he fell, 
fempt to catch the cornice. 

Below the cornice was a spike project- 
Ing six inches slightly upward. On this 
Davenport's arm struck and the spike 
penetrated the flesh between the bones 
of the forearm, holding him. 

Dav@iport screamed with pain, 
his fellow workmen, leaning over 
cornice found him hanging scarcely 
feet below them. 

A rope was quickly lowered and 
placed about Davenport's body. He was 
raised until the perforated arm left the 
hook, one of the workmen gently 
ing. Then he was lowered to the ground, 
where restofatives were given him.

“PACKER MAKES RATE,” 


Statement Great Western Railroad 


President to the Federal Court. 
Special to the Pcst-Dispatch. 

CHICAGU, Sept. 26.—‘‘The packer gen- 
erally teils you that if you want the 
business you must haul] the meat for 
what he names.”’ 

This was the testimony of A. B. Stick- 
ney, President of the Chicago Great 
Western Co., before Judge Bethea, in 
the Federal Court, in an interstate com- 
merce case. 

“Mr. Stickney,” said the Court, “how 
do you arrive at a conclusion in making 
your rate on dressed meats? You say 
everything in regard to expenses is tak- 
into consideration and the rate 1S 
fixed as fairlv as possible.’’ 

“In fixing the rate on dressed meats 
we don’t have very much to say,” atli- 
swered President Stickney. 
“The packer generally makes the rate.

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Irresponsibility Plea. 

The lawyer's appearance in the case 
was a surprise. 

“She called at my office several times 
the past summer,” said Mr. Walsh,

her to tell me her story. 

“I suppose I am the ‘W’ she speaks in 
her diary of seeing, as my office is in 
the Temple building.”’

AUTOMOBILES AND FARMERS. 

The anti-auto convention at Mexico, Mo., com- 
mended the Post-Dispatch for the earnest and intel- 
ligent stand taken to properly control the running 
of autos in the city and on the public highways of 
the State. 

The resolutions adopted are temperate and rea- 
sonable. The amendment of laws now in force is 
demanded, so that the authorities may be able the 
better to regulate and control the running of auto- 
mobiles. And it is recommended that auto licenses 
be granted only to “sober, intelligent, careful, moral 
and well-qualified persons over the age of 21 years, 
who are well versed in the running and management 
of autos.” 

There is no narrow hostility to progress among. 
the farmers, or prejudice against the automobile. 
The cause of the widespread sentiment for stricter 
control is that some automobilists have made them- | 
selves offensive and dangerous and the farmers will 
not endure ill treatment.

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MEMORY OF A PAST. |

iF, tolis not, neither does she spin, 
S But—the rest does not apply to 
Donna Maria Josefa. Bent and 
“T.okied, her thin lips, stained at the 
corner with tobacco, work nervously 
over her toothless gums. The thin 
hands that hold the black shawl round 
her shoulders are knotted with rheu- 
matism. When the shawl slips back 
the skin beneath shows dry and with- 
ered like yellow paper. Still Donna Jo- 
sefa claims to be only 55, and, like many 
other claims she makes, who can con- 
tradict? As she herself would say—no 
hace diferencia. 

For 37 years out of the & Donna Jo- 
sefa has lived in San Francisco, and 
in almost one spot at that. For close 
On two-score years her different homes 
have been within a few blocks of each 
other, and never one beyond the limits 
of the Spanish quarter. For Donna Jo- 
Sefa speaks no English. Not one word 
can she say, not one can she under- 
stand. When she first meets you she 
will shrug her shoulders helplessly and 
bewall her ignorance, till one is almost 
tempted to begin and teach her even 
now. But when you know her better, 
you will realize that she never really 
thought it worth while to learn our lan- 
guage. When the good God has given 
one the most beautiful tongue in the 
world, why trouble to learn another? 
Besides, “‘Que diferencia hace?” 

So Donna’ Josefa continues to live al- 
most in the shadow of the Spanish 
Church, in a house ag old and dilapi- 
dated as herself. Thirty years ago it 
Was built, one of the few places scat- 
tered on the lower slopes of Russiau 
Hill, Now artistic, shingled homes look 4 
down on it from above, and cheap, mod- 
ern flats crowd it close. Still it stands, 
weather-stained and lop-sided, probably 
upheld by the good saints who guard 
its inmates. 

The whole house brings in just $% a 
month, of which Donna Josefa pays W& 
cents for the two attic rooms. Steep, 
narrow stairs lead from the dark kitch- 
en below to Donna Josefa’s apartments 
fabove. The lower half of the stairs are 
always littered with the babies and oth- 
er possessions of the pretty little Porto 
Rican on the first floor. The upper half 
holds the overflow from Donna Jose- 
fa’s. If in going up you knock over a 
baby or lamp. don't trouble to stop. The 
baby will pick itself up, look at you 
with its great black eyes, and toddle 
off with Latin dignity. The lamp will 
bump along to the bottom and stay 
there. 

Outside Donna Josefa's door you will 
stand and gasp. For several reasons: 
Partly from the lack of air; mostly 
from surprise. For long since Donna 
Josefa discovered that the proper piace 
for everything is the floor, and accord- 
ingly everything is in its place. Dirty 
clothes, rags, empty lamps, pipes, sau- 
cers with tobacco, orange peel, chilis, 
tomatoes and oi] stove, dishes, sauce- 
pans, brown earthen ollas, a heavy gray

But if 
vou are fortunate enough to have been 
born with an tmagination. you will not 
begrudge Donna Josefa the use of hers. 
After all—quo diferencia hace? 

Fifty-five yvears ago Donna Josefa 
Was born in Guadalajara, Mexico, the 
ene and only city in the world worth 
being born in.

Five hundred dollars I gave 
toward the building of the church of 
Guadalajara, and four of my. gold rings 
with siones, senorita, with stones, are 
buried mnder the foundation. Now I 
have nothing. only God and the saints.”’ 

Then if she has taken a fancy to 
you. if she has found you “simpat- 
ica.” Donna Josefa will rise with 
quite an air of dignity, and, insisting 
that you precede her, will usher you 
acress the landing into her other 
room, as dirty and untidy as the first. 
Here behind long black Silesia cur- 
tains stand two orange boxes, end to 
end.

Three botanical phenomena 
in green and purple tissue paper 
stand erect in the neck of an empty 
beer bottle. Ha’f a dozen saints, all 
looking exuctly alike to the uniniti- 
ated g@@uster round the Holy Nino.

Save $150,000.

CHIGAGO, Sept. 26.—The coffers of the 
Illinois State treasury are said to be at 
least $150,000 shy as the result of Joseph 
Leiter paying the inheritance tax upon 
his multi-milllonaire tfather's estate in 
Franklin County instead of Cook Coun- 
ty. 

Claiming residence in Franklin Coun- 
ty, wherein his turbulent mining town 
of Zeigler is located, Mr. Leiter trans- 
acted all the necessary business there 
and paid an inheritance tax of about 
$48,000. Had the will been probated here 
it ig asserted the payment would have 
been at least $200,000. 

_At its meeting just closed the Cook 
County Board of Review esiima.ed the 
holdings of the Leiter estate in this 
county at $2,000,000. The valuation given 
in Franklin County for the total ll- 
linois holdings is not known here, but 
it can hardly have exceeded $000,uv0, 
Cook County officia's assert. 

Disparity Made Public. 

The dispari.y in figures became public 
when Magnus Swanson, plaintiff iu a 
$10,000 damage suit against the Leiter 
estate for injuries received in one of 
its elevators, filed a petition in the Pro- 
bate Court, asking the appointment of 
James Reddick, Public Administrator, 
as administrator of the estate. 

Joseph Leiter had nev-r upoplied for 
papers as executor in Chicago and the 
Swanson petit‘on was necessary in or- 
der to bring the long-delayed suit to 
trial. The result was to make young 
Leiter apply here for letters iestamen:- 
ary, and the ensuing publicity on the 
inheritance tax. He filed no inyentory, 
but gave the value of the real estate 
at about $7,000,000.

Government Crop Report on Conditions 
Missouri.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 26. — The 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture climate and crop bulletin of the 
Weather Bureau, Missouri section, is- 
sued today, says: 

‘The bulk of the corn crop is made, 
and much of it is*dry enough for cr.b- 
bing. Late corn has ripened rapid.y 
under the favorable weather condit.ons 
of the past week. Reports in connec- 
tion with damage sustained by corn 
during recent heavy rains and overflows 
are corroborated by later reports. The 
damage was heavy in the bottom lands 
of the Missouri River and its tribu- 
taries. In some instances the entire 
crop was swept away. There is also 
considerable complaint of corn mold- 
ng in shock. 

“Cottun made slight improvement, and 
under continued favorable weather con- 
ditions will make a fair crop. Shedding 
has diminished and picking has be- 
gun.

Seeking $145,000 From John 
Scullin in Ferry Co. 
Deal. 


Arguments for and against a new trial 
in the #uft for $145,000 of Mrs. Fleanor 
B. Clabb, as curatrix of the estate of 
her minor son, Samuel C. Clubb, against 
J@hn Scevllin, former President of the 
Wiggins Ferry and St. Louis rail- 
way magnate, heard in Judge 
Reynold'’s the Circuit Ceurt 
Tuesday. 

Mrs. Clubb sued to recover $145,000 
from Scullin, alleging that in April, 19v2, 
Scullin sold for her 145 shares of Wig- 
gins Ferry stock, the property of her 
son, at $500 share when the market 
price on the day of sale was $1500 a 
share. Mrs. Clubb’s suit for the differ- 
ence of $1000 a share was baséd on the 
ellegation that Scullin concealed. from 
her the fact of his connection with the 
Mercantile Trvst Co., which figured In 
the deal, and with the Rock Island Rail- 
road, another interested party to the 
ccncentration of the ferry stock. 

When the case was tried before Judge 
Reynolds last Mav the attorneys for 
Scullin moved a demurrer to the evi- 
dence at the completion of the testimony 
for Mrs. Clubb, which was sustained, 
the nlaintiff. Mrs. Clubb, taking a non- 
suit with leave to move to set aside the 
nonsuit and petition the court for a new 
trial. 

When this motion came up Tuesday 
Mrs. Clubb was not in court, but 
renresenteqd by former Judge W.

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LIBERATED ON 
BIGAMY CHARGE 
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Testimony Against Dr. Levy 
and Wife, Formerly Mrs. 
McCoy, Insufficient. 


Adolph Levy and his wife, former- 
ly known as Mrs. Wilmer McCoy, were 
Tuesday liberated from arrest on 
charges of bigamy. Dr. Levy was dis- 
charged by Judge Moore in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, who said the 
tegtimony was insufficient, and then 
the case against his wife was dismissed 
by the State.
